The "Ueorge W. aud Agues Hofl- 


uiati Orphanage" has been given a 
legal existence as a corporation. At a

Court on January

granted a charter of incorporation to 
the Orphanage, and list week the 
Board of Directors, composed of Revs. 
T. J. Barkley, D. D., F. S. Lindaman, 
Ellis Hay, C. 3. Slagle, D. D., A. M. 
Wluck, E. Bruce Lyttle, aud C. S. 
Duncan, ESCJ., Dr. H. M. Hartmau, 
J. H. Maus, Oeorge M. Couover, 
Oscar E. Oilbeit, and John L. d'erber 
met m Hano\er aud elected the fol- 
lowing oflicers: President Rev. T. J. 
Barkley, D. D., Secretary Rev. Ellis 
flay, Treasurer, Rev. Calvin E. Sla- 
gle, D. D.

wife, the land "to be used by the sjn- 
od tor the purpose of an agricultural 
and household orphan's home to be 
known as the George \V. and Agnes 
Hoffman Orphanage. The male chil- 
dren to be taught all kinds of general 
farm work and the female children 
general house work, the farming to 
oe carried on by the orphans and 
made sell-supporting as far as possible 
by laising of vegetables, making ot 
butter and feeding and raising of 
beef, pork and poultry. 


The directors at their meeting last 


week decided upon a number of mat- 
ters and sought to be guided by the 
noble and benevolent purposes of the 
donor. They selected Rev. J. Stew- 


county, aud something of the man, 
ami how lie came to create it makes a 
\ery interesting story. 


George W. Hofluiau was born iu 


Mt. Pleasant township on Wasning- 
iugtou's Birthday, Feb. 22, 1808 and 
there seems to have been given him a 
spirit akin to that of the Father of his 
Country aud while he was denied be- 
ing the father of any children, yet he 
has made fatherly provision for many 
orphans. George W. Hoffman wae 
not rich iu worldly goodst nearly all 
he made was acquired bj^'the 
process* of hard labor.

He bad not acquired much of the 


world's goods when the Civil War 
came on and iu March 1865 he enlisted 
iu Co. G. 101 Pa. Regiment aud served 
until J uue of same year, the end of tbe 
War.

born \\ithin sight of the orphanage 
and is especially fitted for the work 
of developing the orphanage. He has 
accepted the appointment aud will 
take up the work with the greatest 
enthusiasm. Rev. Hartman is a grad- 
uate of Gettysburg College in class of 
1885, 
and of the Theological Seminary 


at Lancaster. He has been pastor of 
charges at New Holland, Harrisburg, 
Silver Run, Md., and Woodstock, Va., 
and has been prominently identified 
with many interests of the Reformed 
Church. He will take possession of 
the orphanage premises Feb. 1, 1910. 


The directors decided to stock the 


farm with horses, cattle, swine and 
poultry, repair buildings, procure fur- 
nishings and implements, and improve 
the surroundings. The first improve- 
ment will be the remodeling and en- 
larging of the home of the donor 
which will be known as the Hoffman 
Cottage and will be occupied by su- 
perintendent and children. 


The directors at their meting last 


week decided to develop the orphan- 
age along the cottage system instead 
of The institutional plan. Small fami- 
lies in cottages being far preferable 
10 a larger building containing many 
children. The superintendent wasau- 
thoiized to employ architect and land- 
scape gardner to prepare plans for 
such a development. People of means 
will he invited to donate money for 
the erection of other cottages. 
The 


directory propose to run the orphan- 
age in a broad and liberal spirit. The 
superintendent will be assisted by a 
tenant farmer who will occupy the 
tenant house on farm and the super- 
intendent will visit the different Re- 
formed churches in the synod, pre- 
senting the needs of the orphanage, 
and it is expected that cottages will be 
provided by liberal members of the 
Reformed Church as they will be 
needed. 


The directors will have at their 


command for proposed developments 
the |50W given by Mr. Hoffman sev- 
eral years ago with, accumulations of 
interest on same, and as soon as im- 
piovements are completed the orphan 
children in "the orphanages of the East 
em aud Western Synods belonging to 
ihe Potomac Sjnod will be transfer- 
red to the Hoffman Orphanage and 
doors will be thrown open for the pro- 
tection of other childieu who have 
been deprived of the care of their pa-

brightening with enthusiasm. "Of 
course; I'm uot selfish. 1 expect to 
live 200 years. I wish others to live 
as well as myself. It will be a pleas- 
ure to endeavor to induce others to 
adopt my plan." 


Mr. Wu hastened togive to an Amer- 


ican due credit for starting him on the 
road to an intermediate longevity, aud 
be distinctly says that there is nothing 
mysteriously Oriental about his ami- 
able doctrine, which for the worn and 
somewhat convival "while we live let 
us live'' substitutes "live as long as 
you like."'" When 1 was iu the Foreign 
Office at fekin, I received a suggest- 
ion from a lady friend of name residing 
in Washington as to a course of diet- 
ary treatment. 1 had sciatica. Have 
you ever had sciatica? J also suffered 
from dyspepsia, but the rheumatism 
was worse. It was terrible. I wanted 
to die : what was the use? My life 
was sedentary, sitting in a chair all 
day, very little walking or other exer- 
cise.

Uncle Sam has Unearthed 
the 


Fraud and Gives Notice of 


How Game is Worked. 


The Department of State, al Wash- 


iujjton, has received a report from the 
American Coimil-Geueral al Bareelo 
ua, Spain, in regard to the baud of 
swindlers operating in various towns 
•ud cities iu Spain, who wake a prac 
tice of writing to persons iu the I'uit- 
ed States respecting the imprisonment 
of a relative and the guardianship of u 
child. 


The Consul-General states that tne 


•Heged prisoner generally describes 
"himself as a political prisoner from 
Cuba : he is at the point of death and 
bas but one friend—the prison priest— 
through whose good ofticefc lie is en- 
abled to smuggle an occasional letter 
out of the prison fort. 


The prisoner is rich. He has a fort- 


une in cash on deposit in the L'uited 
States, but the certificate of deposit is 
concealed iu a secret receptacle of his 
valise ; the valise itself has been taken 
possession of by the court of C'artha- 
gti.a, which tried and condemned 
uim, aud will be held until the pris- 
oner or his representative has satis- 
fied tne costs of the trial, 'ine pusou- 
er ha& an only daughter; dying in his 
prisou, his sole thought is of this be- 
loved offspring. 
He has no friend or 


relative iu Spain to whose care lie can 
commit her. In this 
emergency 


his thoughts turn to the distant rela- 
tive in the United States whom he has 
ue\er seen and of whom he knows on- 
ly through hearsay or the family tree. 
Will the distant relative assume the 
guardianship of the darling daughter, 
aud the darling daughter's fortune oi 
about £JO,OOOV If the distant relative 
accepts the trust one-fourth of the 
prisoner's entire fortune will be the 
material reward. The good priest will 
go at once to the 
United States 


aud take the darling daughter with 
him. 
There is but one condition ; the 


ready money which 
the 
prisoner 


brought with him to Spain has been 
exhausted; the distant 
relative is 


therefore requested to send enough to 
liberate the valise containing the se- 
cret receptacle aud the certificate of 
deposit. This money is to be sent to 
the good priest at an address indicated 
and, having received it, the good priest 
will at once secure the valise aud start 
for America, the "land of the free aud 
the home of the brave," with the darl- 
ing daughter. 


The above is generally the lirst let- 


ter of the series. It is quickly followed 
by another in which the prisoner pa- 
thetically states that his strength is 
radidly failing aud the end is near. 
£Ie beseeches his dear distant rela- 
tive to assume the trust aud be a lov- 
ing father to the darling daughter. 
The third letter is from the good priest 
himself, who iu brief, touching terms, 
and hopelessly bad English, announ- 
ces the death of the unhappy prisoner: 
the good priest adds that the darling 
daughter is under his care. He is 
ready to put his promise into execution 
and start for the United States as soon 
as be shall have received the neces- 
sary funds from the distant relative. 
The good priest frequently incloses 
with his letter a bogus newspaper 
clipping announcing the 
death iu 


prison at Barcelona of the famous 
Cuban patriot, (sometimes called Au- 
guatiu 
Lan'ente) ; the 
newspaper 


notice also speaks cunningly of the 
confiscated valise and the 
darling 


daughter. 


It is a simple scheme, but present- 


ed iu such a plausible way that al- 
most any unsuspecting -'distant rela- 
tive" of European extiactiou would 
be more or less deceived by the glad 
prospect of falling heir to the agree- 
able custody of a darling with a big 
fortune, and 
a 
one-fourth 
interest 


therein as an additional recompense. 


Naturally the first 
impulse of the 


distant relative is to ask a lawyer or 
a judge or some authority what course 
he ought to pursue in the premises, 
but as he thinks of doing this his at- 


; tention is taken by the warning in the 
| prisoner's letter beseeching him not 


j to mention tin- matter to any living 


i soul lest the secret of the A-alise 
and 


the hidden receptacle be indiscreetly 
betrayed. 


The valise, after all. wiih its con- 


cealed certificate of deposit, is the key 
to the situation and possession must 
be taken of it before anything can be 


i done or said. This (so cunningly set 
| forth by the prisoner) is very evident 
to the distant relative, and so he quite 
frequently preserves the set-ret intact, 
and instead of consulting a lawyer or 


j writing to the American Consul-Gen- 


l eral at Barcelonia he quietly sends 
a 


draft for the 
sum demanded to the 


good priest and awaits results. 
Of 


, course he waits in vain, and the poor. 


I dead prisoner and the good priest and 
the darling daughter in the course of 
time pass out of his life forever, leav- 
ing 'him only an uncomfortable mem- 
| ory of the money he so cheerfully con- 
i tributed to the confidence game. 


For nearly twenty years these same 


knaves have 
been 
practicing 
their 


swindle, and it is needless to suggest 
that they are very carefully organiz- 
ed : they have confederates not only 
in the United States but in most other 
countries. 
The confederates in ques- 


tion select a man and find out all they 
can about him : they get hold of fam- 
ily names, family origin, and family 
characteristics. This information 
is 


transmitted to the rascals in Spain, 
and letters are at once written to the 


1 prospective victim. The 
scheme 
is 


i presented 
aud 
developed 
in a very 


i plausible way and many of our fellow-

Enumerators Are Scarce. 


WASHINGTON, D. L'., Jan. 4.—L'eu- 


Director Diirand stated to-day 


that, a? .•» result oi" his conference with 
the supervisors oJ census t h r o u g l u u t j 
the cotiutry he liuds that iu many sec- 
tioiis. especially iti the larger cities, 
there have not been ax yet sutlicient 
applications for the position of enu- 
merators. It looks, he thinks, as if 
the country is so prosperous that peo- 
ple are uot as anxious to get tiiese re 
spousible places as had k»eeii expected 


The scarcity i< giving the Directors 


some concern, as only a few weeks re 
main before the date for closing the 
consideration of applications. 
It will 


be impossible generally to exteud the 
application time limit, as to examine 
the "test" papers, with the necessary 
care to insure the designation of <|iiali 
lied persons, will consume eveiy mo- 
ment of the time allowed for this 
phase of the work of selecting the 
enumerators, leaving nothing for an 
extension of the date for shutting 
down ou applications 


The Director therefore urges all per 


sous desiring places a.s enumerators 
to make application as <iuickly as pos- 
sible, aud he hopes that, iu order to 
help get a perfect census, public spirit- 
ed aud energetic people throughout 
the country will otter themselves for 
these positions, even though they may 
not care for them from the standpoint 
of the pay involved. 
He also trusts 


Iliat employers will deem it their duty 
to give leave of absence to their em- 
ployees who may desire to act ass enu- 
merators. 
Some slight sacrifice of 


this sort will be amply repaid by the 
improved quality of thecensn-. returns 
Continuing, tiie Director said : 


"Although the actual work of tak- 


ing the census will not begin until 
April 15, it is essential that those who 
wish to act as enumerators should ap- 
ply immediately. Except under un- 
usual circumstances, no application 
received after January 2oth will le 
considered. 
About 68,000 enumera- 


tors will be required. Each will work 
iu his own locality. 
Any competent 


person is entitled to apply for this po- 
sition, aud will be fairly consideied 
for appointment. 


"Political recommendations are not 


necessary. The supervisors, to whom 
application must be made, have been 
instructed to consider all candidates 
aud to select solely on the basis of ef- 
ficiency. For tbe purpose cf aiding 
the supervisors 
in determining the 


competence of the candidates, a writ- 
ten test will be prescribed, aud any 
person between the ages of 18 aud 70 
who is a citizen of the I'uiteU Mtates 
will be permitted to take it. 


"The test will be of a strictly practi- 


cal character, substantially the same 
as was used iu 1900. It will consist of 
filling out a sample schedule of popu- 
lation, aud, in the case of rural dis- 
tricts, filling out also a sample sched- 
ule of agriculture, these schedules be- 
ing precisely the same as will actually 
be used by the enumerators iu their 
work later ou. In order to assist can- 
didates iu preparing tor the test, copies 
of the blank schedules and general in- 
structions regarding the manner of 
filling them will be furnished to each 
candidate in advance. Any person of 
ordinary common school 
education 


and good judgment should have no 
difficulty in passing. 


"This test is not a civil-service ex- 


amination. It will be conducted un- 
der the direction ot the supervisors of 
the census, and the papers will be ex- 
amined only by the supervisors and 
by the Census .Bureau. Iu order that 
convenient examination places may 
be provided for all candidates, local 
civil-service examining boards and 
postmasters will be called upon to 
preside at the actual taking of the test 
in certain cases, but iu this respect 
they will act merely as the represeu- 
tathes of the supervisors of the cen- 
sus. 


"It i& impossible to exaggerate the 


importance of obtaining a correct cen- 
sus of the population and agriculture 
of the country. The correctness of the 
returns depends wholly upon theeom- 
peteuce ol tiie enumerators." 


The enumerators will earn about $60 


each. 
Those iu the rural districts 


must complete their work within 
thirty days, aud those iu cities of 5,000 
ar.d more population at the preceding 
census within two weeks, from April 
]-), 1010. 


A Simple Milk Test. 


The following 
process 
for the de- 


tection of added water or of skimmed 
milk in ordinary milk is more accu- 
rate than the simple use of a 
lactod- 


ensimeter without the 
creamometer 


check. The whole test, says the Sci- 
entific American, can be made in five 
minutes. 


The result does not show whether 


(lie adulteration consisted in the ad- 
dition of water or in the subtraction 
of cream, but as a rule this matters 
little to the 
consumer. What 
he 


wants to know is whether or not he 
got what he paid for. 


The susi>ected milk is stirred with 


a spoon in order to disseminate into 
the whole liquid the cream which may 
have come to the surface. Then one 
volume of milk is poured into fifty 
volumes of water—one fluid ounce 
to two and a half pints. 


A candle Is lighted in a dark room. 


The experimenter takes an ordinary 
drinking glass with a fit and even-bot- 
tom and holds it immediately 
above 


the candle at a distance of about one 
fool from it so as to be able to pee the 
(lames of the candle through the bot- 
tom of the glass. He then 
pours 


slowly the diluted milk into the glass. 


The flame becomes less 
and less 


bright as the level of the liquid rises 
into the glass. The flames is soon re- 
duced to a dull white spot.

In continuing my threescore years 


of public school work, I wish to say 
that it is not to be a fancy sketch, 
but an unvarnished presentation of 
what 1 saw and experienced during 
my boyhood school days, and also dur- 
ing my pedagogical career. 


It is well known that in efforts of 


this kind the writer is often lead to 
embellish or even exaggerate for the 
purpose of rendering his subject more 
interesting and popular, but It Is 
equally true that the impressions of 
early life are seldom modified or In- 
fluenced by experiences that whatever 
appears unnatural is sure to remain 
indellibly fixed in the mind and comes 
back in after life as fresh and clear as 
on the day it occurred. 


My school reminiscences date back 


to 1838, when 1 attended my first 
school term in an old building located 
in Hamilton township, Adams county, 
Pa., and known as the Union School 
House. The building was erected for 
school purposes years before the pa- 
trons of the township accepted the free 
school system, and was an old build- 
ing when I first entered it as a pupil 
in 1838. 


The room contained two desks, ex- 


tending the length of the room, being 
double desks—with benches on both 
sides, occupied by the larger pupils, 
and additional benches for the smaller 
pupils. 
It was a log building, the 


walls of the room without plastering; 
with a ten-plate stove in the center of 
the room, the pipe extending through 
the roof, the result was that the roof 
occasionally took fire, but a pond of 
water being near the building, the pu- 
pils always succeeded in extinguish- 
ing the fire. 


The school was very ordinary as all 


schools in rural districts then were, 
the teachers 
lacking the necessary 


qualifications. 
The school had from 


forty to fifty pupils, male and female. 
The text-books then used were Cobb's 
Readers. Comly's Speller, and Simly's 
Arithmetic, and later on Webster's 
Dictionary, and "English 
Reader," 


were added. The teachers probably 
had never seen an algebra, never 
taught the phonics or word method— 
and besides unable to give the analy- 
ical solution of an arithmetical prob- 
lem.

along fairly well with them. No doubt 
they did their work fairly well, and If 
the pupils made no progress in their 
studies it was their own fault. Our 
studies were reading, writing, arith- 
metic 
and 
spelling. Spelling 
was 


made a specialty. 


In arithmetic the pupils were not 


classified, and all work was done on 
the slate. The spelling was oral, in 
which the custom of trapping was ob- 
served, and I am still of the opinion 
that the good old way of "spelling 
down" had better be employed in the 
schools of to-day.

stout rods. This, "Ye Olden Time" 
instrument of discipline was applied 
without any conscientious scruples. 
and without the fear of legal interfer 
euce by the parents. It seemed then 
that a teacher who did not apply the 
rod freely, was considered as not hav- 
ing the required qualifications to teach 
a school. 


One of my teachers took pride in 


wielding the rod, and often applied it 
to five of us boys at the same time, to 
make sure of punishing the guilty one. 


When T attended school at nine or 


ten years old, a freckled and red- 
headed boy of same age. sitting be- 
side me, repeatedly caught a whipping 
and may have deserved It oftener. but 
of my own deserts in this connection 
it is unnecessary for me to speak. 


Nearly all violations of the rules of 


the school in which I was a pupil, was 
punished with rod or ruler, the ruler 


for that 


purpose. Punishment with the ruler 
was on the palm of the hand and often 
on finger lips, and even in my boy 
hood school days. I wondered why 
such brutality was tolerated by the 
patrons of the school.

appointiug Tipstave McClellan ana 
the Associates to take tbe other three 
appointments. When tbe Associates 
assured Judge Swope they were of 
the same mind, they did ao on the as 
sumption that he accepted McClellan 
as his appointment and were not 
aware of his purpose to repudiate tuis 
until bis protest was read. The Asso- 
ciates had not agreed to the naming of 
another official by J udge Swope for 
the reason that it bad a political sig- 
nificance aud the Associates were 
surely as justified iu blocking politi- 
cal play as the President Judge was 
in handing them tbe play, and when 
the game is one that is not an exclu- 
sive 
prerogative of the President

Frightful Accident. 


A frightful accident took place on 


last Thursday night with a most for- 
tunate ending. The Phi Gamma Delta 
Fraternity had given one of their de- 
lightful dances at their fraternity 
house on the college campus. A cab 
from the livery of Holtzworth Broth- 
ers, 
driven by James Culp, was con- 


vej ing the party to and from the chap- 
ter house. 


The night was most disagreeable. 


The last of the party, Miss Nellie 
Weaver, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. H. 
T. Weaver, Miss Frances R. McClean, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Arch. 
McClean, Herman D. Wolf of Phila- 
delphia, and George Hocker of Steel- 
ton, had taken their places in the cab 
but the driver had not mounted his 
box when the horses made a. wild 
plung forward and tore through the 
campus.

of Trustees of Gettys- 
receutly in session at 


Hanlsburg, has authorized the publi- 
cation of the following portion of the 
lengthy report of the committee of five 
to make inquiry into the status of the 
institution. The substance of the ac- 
tion of the Board was published ia our 
last issue. 


"We find that the present admin- 


istration has not only been very ac- 
tive, but also very successful in ad- 
vancing the educational standard of 
the College. 


"Through the efforts of the present 


administration, backed by those who 
have (he interest of the college at 
heart, and with the cooperation of the 
Board ot* Trustees, in the last five 
years active steps have been taken (a) 
to raise the conditions of en trace; (b) 
to enlarge the faculty; (c) to improve 
the curriculum. 


"All 
these things were badly needed 


to bring the college up to the standard 
of an up-to-date college, and to put it 
on the footing of competing; colleges. 


"By persistent effort there has been 


brought about, up to the present time, 
the following improvements: 


"(1) The curriculum has been great- 


ly improved by adding the following: 
History of Philosophy; Pedagogy; In- 
troduction to Sociology; Advanced 
Psychology; A course in Ethics; Two 
years' work in French; The opportu- 
nity for a fourth year's work in Ger- 
man; 
An advanced elective iu Mod- 


ern European History; Limited oppor- 
tunities for advanced work in Physics, 
with complete laboratory equipment; 
Enlarged opportunities for studying 
English and for work in Composition. 


"(2) The faculty has been increased 


by the creation of a Professorship of 
Philosophy; a Professorship of Phys- 
ics, 
and a Professorship of French, 


the last being temporarily unfilled. 


"Assistants have been given to the 


departments of Mathematics, English 
and Physics, and a second assistant to 
the department of Chemistry. 


"(3) The Board, at its last meeting 


in June, 1909, adopted the report of 
the committee appointed to draft new 
conditions of entrance, to go into ef- 
fect in the fall of 1911; and has thus 
taken steps to carry out the recomen- 
dations of the administration to bring 
up the entrance requirements to cor- 
respond with the 
requirements of 


other colleges, and thus put the insti- 
tution in first rank, so far as entrance 
requirements and curriculum are con- 
cerned. 


"The educational policy of the pres- 


ent administration has met with the 
hearty approval of the educators of 
our own Church, and other educators; 
the recommendations of the admiuis- 
tiation have been and are being car- 
ried out, so far as the Board is able to 
do so. 


"We therefore report that, in its ed- 


ucational administration, the present 
administration has been a decided suc- 
cess, and deserves the approval and 
commendation of all persons having 
the good of the college at heart.' 


After the report of the committee
